It was agreed 
further that another caucus should be held 
tomorrow night, when an attempt will be 
made to outline a further plan of action. 
A Democrat who attended the caucus 


tomorrow, there will be 14 Democratic 
votes for Daggett, 8 for Congressman Ma- 
guire and 8 for W. W. Foote.’

CALIFORNIA LEGISLATURE. 


THIRTY-FIRST SESSION, 
SACRAMENTO, Jan. 21.—SENATE:— 


| When the Senate reassembled this after- 


noon a petition was received from the 
San Francisco Chamber of Commerce, re- 
questing the appointment of a special legis- 
Jative committee to investigate the recent 
election frauds in San Francisco. 

Senator Orr offered a resolution directing 
the President to appoint a special commit- 
tee of five to investigate the alleged elec- 
tion frauds in San Francisco. The reso- 


+lution authorizes the committee to pro- 


ceed to San Francisco, and give them 

power to send for persons and papers. It 

also directs the sergeant-at-arms to ac- 

company the committee and serve all 

necessary subpoenas. The resolution was 

made a special order for Wednesday aftér- 
noon at 3 o'clock. 

1 Pedlar, chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Hospitals, returned a favorable re- 
port on the bill to protect patients from 
extortion by dishonest physicians and drug- 
gists. This bill is designed to prevent the

Over fifty new bills were introduced. 
Senator Gleaves introduced a bill providing 
for a reorganization of the National Guard 
on the lines suggested by the Officers’ As- 
sociation of the National Guard. 

Another bill by Senator Gleaves relates 
to the suppression of riots by the National 
Guard. The bill is intended to remedy 
conflicting provisions in the civil and mili- 
tary laws of the State, and to protect the 
guardsman who may shoot a riotous citi- 
zen, while acting under the orders of his 
superior officer, from prosecution under 
the civil law. 

A bill by Senator Mathews relates to 
the appointment of prosecuting attorneys 
in the police courts of cities of over 50,000 
and less than 100,000 inhabitants. The 
purpose of the bill is to give to the City 
Attorney of Los Angeles the power of 
appointing the police-court attorney, who 
shall be his assistant. The power of ap- 
pointment is now vested in the County 
Attorney. 

The question of giving the State Capitol 
over to the committee of citizens who are 
arranging for the inaugural ball was called 
up again. Senator Noble Martin of Dutch 
Flat joined the Senators who oppose the 
proposition to give up the legislative 
chambers from Friday until Tuesday. He 
went so far as to declare the proposed 
proceeding an outrage on e and 
decorum. 

Senator Ford suggested that the b 
ture should adjourn on Friday until Tues- 
day as requested, with a reservation that 
the two houses should meet in joint as- 
sembly at noon on Saturday and on Mon- 
day to ballot for United States Senator in 
the event that a Senator should not have 
been elected by that time. The whole 
question finally went over until Wednesday 
at 3 p.m. 

Previous to adjournment, Senator Flint, 
president pro tem, announced the standing 
Committee on Retrenchment as follows: 
Senators Seymour, Burke, Shippee, Biggy 
and Bert. 

ASSEMBLY:—In the Assembly Mr. 
Thomas's resolution demanding an investi- 
gation of the Surveyor-General’s office, ac- 
cused of alleged land frauds, was consid- 
ered.

sustained a compound fracture of the 
skull. 

East New York was quiet all day: It 
had put on a military apearance by the 
addition of a battery of artillery to the in- 
fantry forces stationed at the Alabama-av- 
enue depot of the Fulton-avenue Railroad. 
New men were received at intervals dur- 
ing the day, which enabled the company, 
during the afternoon, to put thirty cars 
on the line. This required the withdrawal 
from the avenue and streets near the de- 
pot.of the policemen stationed there, in 
order to place two men on each car. 
Capt. Gorman called for reinforcements, 
which he received from the Fifth and 
Nineteenth precincts. 

The maneuvers necessary to protect the 
depot were quickly executed. When com- 
pleted the position was quite warlike. 
Four cannon were planted so as to rake 
every avenue of approach to the depot. 
The crowd was kept back two blocks by 
the mounted police, and there was little 
to disturb the regularity of their duties 
until night approached, when a large fire 
was kindled in the square, and precau- 
tions were doubled to prevent any sur- 
prise or stone-throwing from the neigh- 
boring houses, or on the structure of the 
elevated road, which crossed the place di- 
agonally. 

One of the members of the strikers’ 
board said: “The linemen have. deter- 
mined to refuse to make the necessary re- 
pairs to wires, etc., when called upon to 
do so by the companies. This action by 
the linemen is equivalent 10 weir strik- 
ing. ” 

As trolley cars Nos. 1500 and 1520 of the 
Gates-avenue line, in charge of Motormen 
Theodore Alter and William Essel were 


passing through Gates avenue, near Cen- 


tral avenue, at 6:50 o’clock this evening, 
they were assailed by a tusillade of stones 
from the housetops and the windows on 
both sides of the avenue. The crowd which 
lined the sidewalks, joined the crowd end 
sent volicy after volley of stones into the 
cars. 

Patrolmen Dennis Bush and James L. 


Coolſhan were severely Injured. Cooll- 


han’s nose was broken and Bush and Pa- 
trolman Shanckleton received several con- 
tusions about the face. The car was 
stopped, and the stone-throwers ran away. 
At 8:45 p.m., as a car of the Halsey-street 
line was being taken into the depot at 
Broadway and Halsey street, a mob of 
over 1100 men and boys gathered and threw 
stones at the car, smashing all the win- 
dows. 

The two policemen on the car got off 
and fired their revolvers at the mob, but, 
so far as could be learned, no one was in- 
jured. Pickets from the Seventh Regi- 
ment stationed there, made repeated at- 
tacks and finally drove the crowd back. 
The ranks of the strikers in Brook- 
lyn today were swelled by the ad- 
dition of gangs of tramps and loafers from 
New York. All day, through the ram and 
fog, these hoodlums tramped from New 
York over the Brooklyn bridge, bound for 
the point where instinct told them there 
would likely be more trouble. It is esti- 
mated that during one hour this merning 
9000 persons crossed the bridge by the way 
of promenade.

BROOKLYN, January 21 —Viclence and 
bloodshed constitutes the record of the 
eighth day of the electric street-car ope 
ratives’ strike. Three militiamen are in 
hospitals with broken heads, two having 
suffered at the hands of rioters, while the 
third was the victim of his own careless- 
ness, having fallen out of a second-story 
window. A score or more policemen are 
suffering from bullet wounds or contusions 
of the head and body, disabling them fer 
the time being. To what extent the strik- 
ers have suffered cannot be conjectured,

A car started from Ridgewood station 
of the Brooklyn Heights Company, a little 
after 5 o'clock, and was assaulted with 
Volleys of stomes and bricks before it 
proceeded far. A private soldier was 
struck on the head with a stone and dis- 
abled. The officer in command ordered 
his men to shoot, and two volleys were 


fired toward the windows and bousetopßs 


‘hurled. The soldiers’ aim was bad, how- 
ever, and rendered uncertain by the dense 
fog. The policemen also did some shoot- 
ing at this point, but it was as uncer- 
taim as im the case of the militiamen. It 
is asserted by the militia officers that 
they only ordered the volley when the 
violence of the mob made it necessary. 
On the same line a car started out an 
hour later and was beset by rioters at 
Gates and Stuyvesant avenues. The police 
essayed to drive off the rioters, and, 
while doing so, were fired upon from 3 
house. Five policemen were wounded, one 
in the arm, one im the hand and three 
others received painful injuries by being 
struck with stones.

A BAYONET CHARGE. 
BROOKLYN, Jan. 21.—As Capt. Wen- 
dell's battery was proceeding up Broadway 
to Halsey street, under escort of the Sixty- 
ninth Battalion, Maj. Duffy, at the corner 
of Halsey street and Broadway, a mob of 
1000 men guyed and jeered the militia, 
and a few stones were thrown.

INCIDENTS OF THE DAY. 
BROOKLYN, Jan. 21.—There were indi- 
cations of serious work, today, in connec- 
tion with the street railway strike. The 
total number of troops now under arms 
in Brooklyn is 8000. The refusal of the 
eompanies to promise to reinstate strik- 
ers where they indicated a willingness 
to tall the fight off has made many hith- 
erto peaceably-disposed men desperate 
and ready to participate in acts of vio- 
lence directed against the property of the 
corporations. ¢It ie possidle that the only 
line not hitherto involved in the strike, 
known as ‘he Coney Island line, will 
now be brought into the trouble. The 
men on the DeKalb line, who resumed 
work Friday under a compromise with 
. the company, may be called out also. 
‘Acts of violence in the supposed inter- 
est of the strikers have been almost con- 
tinuous in one part or another of the 
‘city in the last. forty-eight hours. During 
last night the trolley-wires were out in 
all directions, those who performed the 
work escaping detection. Early in the 
day the mob blocked the Seventh-avenue 
line from Twelfth to Twentieth streets, 
moving off from one place as the militia 
or police appeared and congregating a 
short distance away a few moments later, 
thus avoiding a collision with the repre- 
sentatives of the law while effctually 
Stopping traffic for more than an hour. 
About 8 o’clock a mob numbering a 
thousand or more stoned a Summer-ave- 
nue car near Broadway and Flushing 
avenue. The ambulance was called to 
the scene. The officials of the Broadway 
Queens County and Suburban road say 
that they will run,their cars 


= Forty-eight patrolmen are off duty, today, 


on sick leave, caused by overexertion. 

Two hundred men and boys hang about 

the stations where the military are posted 

and annoy the soldiers by jeering and pelt- 

ing them with stones. All night the pick- 
ets were subjected to these attacks. Mis- 
giles flew around them from the darkness 
and they could not retaliate. There will 
be a meeting when the Board of Arbitra- 
tion and a committee of the strikers will 
discuss the situation. The men now hold 
out only on one point: That if the strike 
be declared off, the strikers will be taken 
back and the new employees will be sent 
_to their homes. Mayor Schieren believes 
that the companies which now seem obdu- 
rate will recede from their position. 

The mob at the Halsey-street depot 
threw a volley of stones at the militia. 
Many of the soldiers received bad bruises, 
and before they could charge on the mob it 
dispersed. Men hanging about the depots 
threaten to burn all barns simultaneously 
if their alleged wrongs are not remedied 
today. The pickets around the barns will 
be increased tonight, and nobody will be 
allowed to pass the lines. No attempts 
have been made up to 10 o’clock to open 
any more lines except those operated in 
the latter part of last week. 

In disposing the First Battalion, Thir- 
teenth Regiment,.Maj. Cochran met with 
obstruction from the crowd in front of the 
Strikers’ headquarters at Fifth avenue and 

Twenty-fourth street. Maj. Cochran or- 
dered a charge, before which the greater 
part of the crowd, numbering about six 
hundred, fied inside the building. Col. 
Appleton of the Seventh Regiment at Hal- 
sey street, with three companies, sent men 
out to neighboring streets to purchase pro- 
visions. The shopkeepers refused to sell 
to the soldiers, who then charged the mob, 
scattering them in all directions. A guard 
upon an elevated train carrying a company 
of soldiers seized a soldier who was smok- 
ing, to put him off the train, when the 
other militiamen went to their comrade’s 
assistance and beat the guard severely. 
Capt. Lyons, commanding the company, 
placed the guard under arrest, but released 
him when the company reached its destin-

“If the policy had been inaugurated at 
the beginning of resumption,” answered 
the Secretary, “it would have worked 
beneficially, and no trouble would have 
arisen from it. But my predecessors have 
followed the policy of redeeming in gold 
or silver at the option of the holder of the 
paper, and any secretary who tried to 
change this policy and force silver on a 
man who wanted gold, or vice versa, es- 
pecially at such a critical period as we 
have been passing through, would have 
precipitated disastrous results.“

Associated Press Leased-wire Service. , 
SACRAMENTO, Jan. 21.—Today was one 
of the worst ever experienced by railroad 
men on the mountain divisions... The snow 
toll heavily all day, and was blown in 
ever-increasing drifts from Gold Run to 
Truckee on the Central Pacific line, and 
from Delta. to Ashland on the Oregon line, 
necessitating the const running of the 
rotary plows: between these points. How- 
ever, the railroad officials, by exercising 
constant vigilance, were enabled to keep 
the road ciear and the trains running. 
This morning a large force of snow- 
shovelers wore forwarded to those pointe 
where there seemed to be danger of block - 
ade from snowslides, to be in readiness 
to avert any serious difficulty. 
The overland express, due here at 5:45 
a. m., was over four hours late, and the 
Portland express, which should have ar- 
Mved at 6:20 am. on Sunday, was detained 
at Red Bluff and did not reach here until 
a late Hour last night. 
The latest official reports received show 
that during the previous twenty-four hours“ 
the snowfall was as follows: are 
Truckee, 3 inches; on the ground, 7 ft. 8 
in.; Summit, 24 in.; on the ground, 20 ft. 
5 m.; Cascade, 30 in.; on the ground, 18 
ft.; Cisco, 20 in.; on the ground, 16 ft. 3 
m.; Emigrant Gap, 12 in.; on the ground, 
46 kt.; Blue Canyon, 12 in.; on the ground,

SACRAMENTO, Jan. 21.—Another storm 
is raging in the mountains, and, although 
there is more snow on the ground than 
there has been for five years, it is rapidly 
growing deepér. The storm yes- 
terday morning, and has continued with- 
out ceasing all day. The wind is howling 
through the canyons and the snow is fall- 
ing thicker and faster than at any time 
during the past twenty-four burs. Ow- 
ing to the violence of the storm and the 
possibility of a tie-up at any moment, no 
more freights will be moved until the 
storm abates. Passenger trains will be 
kept moving as long as possible. The 
snow is banked up alongside of the track 
in places nearly thirty feet deep, and 
the rotary plows are beginn to work 
with difficulty in these p Hundreds 
of men are employed in shoveling the 
snow so as to widen the space between 
the banks. As it now is, the snow scrapes. 
and, as the plows 
thore, shovelers 


working u tiers, grade the banks. 
The storm in the Shasta division is 
equal to, if not greater, than that on the 
Truckee division. A number of enormous 
slides have occurred between Dunsmuir 
and Sisson, and, although it is hoped that 
the track will be cleared in time to al- 
ow the south-bound Oregon express, now 
held at the latter place, to proceed on its 
way today, it is by no means certain that 
it will be able to do so. 
North of Dunsmuir theré is an enor- 
mous slide which the push-plows are try- 
ng to handle. A number of engines 
coupled together take a flying start of 
about half a mile at this bank of snow 
and are slowly forcing it off the track, 
If there are no more big slides or drifts 
all obstructions will be removed from the 
track by morning, and the trains will be 
ble to get through, but as it is now snow-

IS IT CONSTITUTIONAL? 
The Constitution of California is ex- 


plicit in forbidding the giving or lend- | 
ing of the credit of the State, or any 


county or other subdivision thereof, to 
any individual, association or corpora- 
tion, municipal or otherwise, for any 
purpose whatsoever. The inhibition 
of such action is feund in sec. 31 of 


art. 4, which reads as follows: 
“Sec. 31. The Legislature shall have 


no power to give or to lend, or to author- 
ize the giving or lending of the credit 
of the State, or of any county, city 
and county, city, township, or other 
political corporation or subdivision of 
the State now existing, or that may 
be hereafter established, in aid of or 
to any person, association, or corpora- 
tion, whether municipal or otherwise, 
or to pledge the credit thereof, in any 


manner whatever for the payment of. 


the liabilities of any individual, asso- 
ciation, municipal or other corpora- 
tion whatever; nor shall it have power 
to make any gift, or authorize the 
making of any gift, of any public 
money or thing of value, to any in- 
dividual, municipal or other corpora- 


tion whatever; provided, that nothing | 


in this section shall prevent the Legis- 
lature granting aid pursuant to sec. 
22 of this article; and it 


or any political subdivision thereof, to 
subscribe for stock, or to become a 
stockholder in any corporation what- 
ever.” 

The proviso relative to sec. 22 is not 
relevant to the matter under considera- 


tion, as it merely authorizes the Legis- 
| lature to appropriate money for cer- 


tain State institutions, ot an elee- 
mosynary nature. 
The Mathews bill proposes to em- 
power boards of supervisors of the 
several counties of the State to or- 
ganize themselves into associations or 
corporations for the joint maintenence 
and operation of railroads forming 
continuous lines across such counties. 


€ 


It provides for the construction or pur- 


chase of such roads by the issuance 
of county bonds bearing interest not 
exceeding 5 per cent. and running not 
more than forty years. These provis- 
ions seem to be plainly in conflict with 
the constitutional provision quoted, 
though they are cunningly devised with 


the evident view of evading it. A 


corporation formed of the boards of 
supervisors of several counties is cer- 
tainly a corporation within the scope 
and meaning of the law. It seems 
plain, from a careful reading of the 
section above quoted, that an amend- 
ment of the organic law would be nec- 
essary before the Mathews scheme 
could be carried out. 
Even if the constitutionality of the 
Mathews bill were unquestioned, and 
it should pass the Legislature, a two- 
thirds majority of the electors in each 
county would be requisite to carry out 
its provisions. It is extremely doubt- 
ful if such rities could be se- 
cured. Other difficulties in the way 
of a realization of the scheme are 
many and seemingly insuperable. 


No person is justified in resisting an 


officer in the performance of his duty. 
It is the duty of police officers to ar- 
rest suspected criminals. A person 
suspected of criminality, or detected 
in crime, has neither moral nor legal 
right to resist arrest when ordered by 
an officer to submit. If an officer 
makes an unwarranted arrest he is 
answerable for his act before the law. 
But officers must be clothed with 
power to enforee their authority by 
physical force, else their authority is 
worthless. An officer is, therefore, 
justified in shooting a man detected 
in the act of burglary, if the burglar 
resists arrest, or attempts to escape, 


and refuses to stop when ordered to.

Mise Pearlie Gienson, was rendered. The 


following 8 were delivered in the 
course of tue evening: 
SINGLE TAX AND OTHER TAXES. 


Mr. Finlayson said in substance: The 
single tax is a tax, not on land, but upon 
land values. It is determined not by the 
area of any piece of land, but by the sell- 


: Ang or rental value under conditions that 


admit of free competition. It is not a 
tax.upon improvements or upon any of 
the Works of man. If laid in exact ac- 
cord with the theory of the single tax, 
the amount annually paid by the owner 
of a piece of land would exactly equal 
the ground rent that, under conditions of 
free competition, would be charged by the 
owner it he rented it to some other per- 
som. It would not equal the gross rent 
the use of the land and improve- 
ments, but merely the amount which 
would be paid for the use of the bare 
land—ground rent. Properly speaking, 
that part of rent which is paid for the 
use of buildings and other improvements 
is not rent at all. It is interest paid for 
the use of capital. This rental value of 
land—ground rent—is not created by the 
owner, any more than the land itself is 
created by the owner. It is a value which 
exists independently of ownership, 72 18 

may 
own thousands of acres of the most arable 
land in the heart of. Africa, and yet it 
has no rental value to me, though possi- 
bly it may have a speculative 2 : 
let a thousand Anglo-Saxons emigrate and 
build up a settlement near my land; im- 
mediately it has a rental value. I can 
rent it to some person who will raise 
products from the soil and sell them to 
seme of these immigrants. 
not created this value. It is ereated by 
the community that settled nedr my land. 
This is clearly seen in the case of cities. 
The value of the city lot is created by 
the whole surrounding community. Now, 
the single-tax philosophy is directly op- 
posed to socialism. It is essentially in- 
dividualistic, and meets with the violent 
opposition of all true. philosophic social- 
ists. The single-taxer believes that the 
creator of every product is entitled to 
his products to the full extent. It ad- 
mits the right of the state, the community 
to tdke what it itself creates; nay de- 
mands that it do so as a necessary pre- 
requisite to the destruction of all special 
privileges and the restoration of a natural 
and inalienable equality of rights and of 
opportunities, and, therefore, demands 
that the state takes the full amount of 
rental value arising out of every piece 
of land, and with this the obligations 
incident to the machinbry of government. 
But so long as such natural fund is suffl- 
cient to meet the expenses of the govern 
ment it denies the sie of the state to 


sonal property, 

labor, All wealth 
joint action of land, labor and capital. 
That portion of wealth which is set apart 
to reimburse the use of land is rent; that 
which goes to labor is wages, and that 
which goes to capital is interest. Ma 


naturally owns his own labor and all t 


he saves up out of the product of his labor 
namely capital. Hence every man is en- 
titled. to all of that part of wealth which 
reimburses his labor and the use of his 
capital. But no man created the land. 
Land was created for man, and for the 
use Of all. Hence, as a prerequisite to 
the existence of a natural equality of 
rights and opportunities, rent, that part 
of wealth which reimburses the use of 
land, should go to the whole community; 
should be collected by the state in the 
form of taxes. 3 

A tax upon land values could not be 
shifted; it would stay put,“ and this be- 
cause the amount of land in existence can 


ueither be increased or diminished. The 


reason that taxes laid upon production 
can always be shifted is that such a tax 
burdens production. With the checking 
of production the supply of the commodity 
will be decreased, and by the operation 
of the law of supply and demand, the 
supply being diminished, the price will in- 
crease until it covers the tax, just as a 
tariff tax is ultimately paid by the con- 
suiper in the increased cost of the arti- 
ole purchased. If land were produced by 
human labor a heavy taxation of land 


values would tend to discourage the pro- 


duction of land until the price—rent— 
would rise sufficiently to cover the tax. 
But its natural supply remains unchanged 
regardless of the taxes levied upon it. 
The heavy taxation of land values forces 
land into the market at whatever prices 
can be obtained for it. It forces specu- 
lative holders (non-users) to let go, thus 
increasing the. available supply to pur- 
chasers and ronters (users,) and by the 
same law of supply and demand, increased 


taxation of land values tends to reduce 


rents and ‘selling prices, thus producing 
a condition ‘of equilibrium. 

The single tax upon land values is, 
therefore, superior to all other taxes: - 

First—Because by 8 land mo- 
nopoly, and abolishing these speculative 
holdings and non-use of land, it would 
grant all equal opportunities in life. 

Second—Because it would increase 
wages and that part of wealth, interest, 
which goes to reward the use of capital— 
the term capital being understood in its 
correct economic meaning, the saved-up 
fruits of labor—a plow for example. It 
by increasing the total amount cf wealth 
produced, this increase being brought 
about by releasing industry from all fines 
and by bringing a greater amount of 
land into use; and, secondly, by abolishing 
all speculative rent, it would increase the 
share of wealth left to reward labor and 
capital. 

-Third—It is superior to a tariff tax, be- 
cause the latter, is levied for so-called 
protective purposes; it is in itself essence 
of socialism, pure and simple, and, While 
increasing the wealth of its special benefi- 


elaries, decreases wages and interest upon 


capital, while increasing the proletariat 
and rotténness in government. 
Fourth—The single tax upon land values 
is superior to an income tax, because the 
latter, while infinitely more just than a 
tariff tax, does not discriminate between 
the sources of income, and taxes alike 
the income of a Huntington, which arises 
almost wholly out of land monopoly, 
viz: a monopoly of railroad rights-of-way, 
and the income of an Edison, which arises 
out of the hardest kind of brain labor.

Then turn we back to Richard 
Cobden and Sir Robert Peel, the trade 
emapcipationists, the stateamen pioneers 
for tommercial freedom. Farewell, then, 
to the Old World. The next stone must 
rise in the United States, inscribed with 
the name of Harriett Beecher Stowe and 
the slave emancipationists. The last mile- 
stone of the nineteenth century is going 
up today. The Great Pyramid should not 
surpass it in magnificént proportions. It 
rises in the sight of him ‘whom living we 
salute. It will be completed when the 
gospel according to St. George shall have 
covered the earth as the waters cover the 


sea. 

Without amplification upon the wide sig. 
nificance which belongs to the epochs 1 
have noted, they are obviously chosen be- 
eatise they bave appeared to me to clearly 
mark evolutionary advances. The history 
of evolution reveals the tremendous fact 
that the instinct of equity, that within us 
which makes for righteousness,” the ar- 
biter between I onght and I ought not,” 
is predicable of humanity, and, hence- 
forth, appeals to that Godlike attribute of 
manh—though sometimes apparently stifled 
by the inertia of ‘unenlightened selfish- 
ness—have never ultimately been in vain. 
The teachings of him who was called The 
Light of Asia,” and of Christ, who 
might be called The Light of Burope,” 
moving upon the hearts of men, were the 
initial expressions of forces which evoked 
the latent psychic qualities in the race; that 
fraternized the peoples of the nations and 
awakened them to a realization of the ele- 
mentary truth that the life of a human be- 
ing is a sacred thing, an inalienable right, 
and its destruction by another a matter of 
moment, ng the dark aspect of wrong. 
Beyond contention the epochs which gave 
expression to a growing. recognition over 
the world of the equal right of every hu- 
man creature to existence on this planet 
should be recorded as stupendous evo- 
lutionary manifestations. 

The universal concession of the coequal 
right of all men to life having obtained as 
an abstract proposition, the next grand 
‘evolutionary expressions came at those 
epochs signalized hy assertions, physical 
and intellectual, of the inalienable right 
of every human being to personal, civil 
and religious liberty. Today the civilized 
world has set its seal of acquiescence upon 
each of these assertions preservative of 
the individual, as theoretical propositions, 
and an honest desire has not been lacking 
to make them more than dogmas. But 
they can never become actualities so long 
as the universal injustice prevails of land 
sequestration and monopolization, in ne- 
gation of the peoples’ indisputable right to 
per capita participation in the full rental 
value of the same, as the common heritage 
of the successive generations of men. 

It has been said of printing that it is 
“the art preservative of the arts.“ The 


right indispensable to the preservation of 
all other human rights. Nay} more; ac- 
cess to the soil and its natural resources 
is an absolute sine qua non to the whole- 
some evolution of the race, for so long 
as that is denied there can be no adequate 
realization of the individual’s vaunted 
‘right to lite, liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness.“ That this is no overstate- 


ful man when he fully comprehends what 
land 18. To us,“ says Henry George, it 
is the one solid natural element; our all- 
producing, all-supporting mother, from 
whose our very frames are drawn 


and to which they return again; our stand- 


ing place, our workshop, our granery, our 
reservoir and substratum and nexus and 
media of forces, the element from which 
all we can produce must be drawn, without 
which we cannot breathe the air or en- 
joy the light, the element prerequisite to 
all human life and action.“ 

Mr. President: if this majestic world was 
made for Caesars, and not for the multi- 
tudinous children of men, then is land 
monopoly defensible and the brotherhood 
of man a chimera. That this glaring 
wrong, this monstrous barrier to the prog- 
ress of the race and the evolution cf the 
individual to his highest estate under-God 
can long withstand the pressure of en- 
lightened public sentiment is absolutely 
impossible. 

We stand upon the vantage ground of 
truth“ and wait with confidence the new 
day; for the march of our propaganda 1s 
resistless as the coming of the dawn and 
all men’s eyes will open to it and all men's 
hearts acknowledge it. Such is the de- 
cree of evolution. 

‘WHY POLITICAL BOSSISM EXISTS. 

Ira B. Wood, speaking on the subject, 
“Why Political Bossism Exists,“ claimed 
that while political apathy, blind partisan- 
ship and defective systems of administra- 
tion might contribute incidentally to the 
existence of 7 „ the main and 
fundamental reason lay in the industrial 
and social conditions that made his occu- 
pation successful by supplying him ample 
material to work with. The political dic- 
tator recruits his army from the men 
whose necessities compel them to enlist 
under him. Without the support of these 
victims of unnatural conditions, he would 
be helpless. Monopolization of natural 
resources has driver men in numbers from 
the ordinary vocations, afd they hunt the 
public crib for a living. Thus politics 
becomes a business and develops a boss. 
The single tax, by abolishing a monopoly 
of the earth and lifting taxation from 
production, would expand the fields of 
commercial. and industrial activity so that 
all could find profitable employment 
theréin, and men would not be forced to 
sacrifice principle and individuality to the 
‘‘machine’’ or a boss for the privilege of 
subsisting. .Single-tax conditions would 
also simplify. government, and the roll 
of the civil service would not offer the 
financial’ inducementa that now attract 
mercenary politicians. ; 

CHARACTER. 

C. A. Miller spoke, in substance, as 
follows: As anything must have length, 
dreadth and height before it can have 


ret; any substance, so with character. Those 


elements of character by virtue of which 
a man may do weil for himself from 
a purely selfish standpoint may be com- 
pared to the dimension of length. ‘If thou 
doest well by thyself, all men shall speak 
well of thee.’ Those altruistic elements 
of character by virtue of which a man 
does what he can to make the world better 
may. be compared with the dimension of 
bréadth. Those elements of character 
representing the mars loftier activities 
and aims, as, for instance, his sense of 
honor and self-respect, or, if he believe 
that way, his religious aspirations, may 
be compared with the dimension of height. 

The characters first referred to, with- 
out the other elements, grow narrow, sel- 
fish and finally unhappy. Those of the 
second class, without the other elements, 
omit their duties to themselves, and, al- 
though may be known as reformers, 
they are apt, also, to be known as ‘cranks,’ 
and lose the respect of others. Those 
of the third class, without the other ele- 
ments, do not properly belong to this 
earth. Heaven is their home.” 

It is best, therefore, to look out for 
your own interest, but not that alone; 
to do what good you can im the world for 
others, but not that alone: to cultivate 
your own better nature, but not that 
alone. The well-rounded character belongs 
to him who observes all three of these 
things. “This ought ys to have done, and 
not to leavé the others undone.”

“In order to develop the Jeffersonian idea 
of government it is only necessary to in- 
quire and determine what man’s natural 
rights are. (The speaker then read from 


letters of Jefferson, showing that Jefferson 


believed that all men have an equal nat- 
ural right to the soil, and, although Jeffer- 
son saw that the right to the soil was nat- 
ural and inalienable, he went on to say 
that it was not a vital question then, as 
land was so plenty and so cheap.) It is 
a vital question now, and the single tax 
is the only remedy for land monopoly, 
which is in strict accord with Jefferson’s 
ideas of government.” 
SINGLE TAX AND PROHIBITION. 

Lawrence Dunham addreesed himself to 
the me: Not through restriction, but 
through freedom lies the path of progress. 
We may well take Prohibitionists as ex- 
amples of fidelity to a principle; their mo- 
tives and industry command all praise, but 
in their efforts for temperance they begin 
at the wrong end, as drunkenness is a 


‘consequence of poverty and not its cause.

_ IDAHO SPRINGS, (Colo) Jan. 21.— 
There is a likelfhood of trouble in this 
camp over the fact of Chinese laborers 
being brought in to work in the mines, 
The first installment of Chinese arrived 
on Thursday for the Argonaut mine, up 
the creek eight miles from Idaho Springs. 
Hight men were in the gang with one 
white boss. : 

Work commenced on Friday and con- 
tinued Saturday. On Saturday night the 
Chinese were waited upon by a committee 
ot twenty-five white miners who re- 
‘quested them to quit camp. The Chi- 
nese were given until Sunday morning 
and did so at that time, coming to town, 
where they camped awaiting orders from 
the white boss who went on to Denver 
to invoke the aid of Federal authorities. 
The mine is owned by the Argonaut 
Company of Denver, but has been leased 
to a boss Chinaman who has charge of 
the Chinamen working the Rock Springs 
coal-mines. 

The miners are determined that Chi- 
nese laborers shall not come in here 
while there are idie men and cut wages 
to $1.50 a day. If the officers come to 
prevent the white men from interfering 
with coolie labor there will be trouble. 
At this time it is hard to tell what will 
be the outcome, but in the first demand 
the miners have won and what the Chi- 
nese will do the next move is not known.

SOCIALISM. 


Prof. Felix Adler Throws More or 
Less Light Upon It. 7

NEW YORK, Jan. 21.—Prof. Felix Ad- 
ler has commenced a series of lectures 
on ‘‘Socialism.”’ He will treat the sub- 
ject from an “ethical point of view.“ For 
some time the professor has been saying 
things that gave his admirers the im- 
pression that he was drifting toward so- 
clalism. He said, in part: 

“If any one has experienced evils or 
has proposed changes, he must be pre- 
pared to have the name Socialist cast in 
his teeth, and to have aroused against 
him ail the passions that are called up by 
the theory itself. There: has been a 
change, though. The idea of socialism 
does not excite the horror that it did a 
decade ago. Socialism was considered 
most extreme ten years ago. Nowadays 
the man setting next to you. at dinner, 
though he be clothed in the best raiment, 
will tell you, in an indifferent manner, 


that he is a ist, and you do not 
show the least sign of fear.” Times 
have changed. 


“This is partly due to the fact that the 
system has made many converts. We 
know that a State Socialist is on the 
throne of Germany. We know that Chris- 
tlan socialism is preached from many 
pulpits, and, what is more, socialism has 
become a fad. There are many Socialists 
‘who contomplate a complete change in 
the conditions of society, and yet are 
opposed to hasty measures. They believe 
fhat they: will surely see the changes they 
are advocating. But there are others who 
are making threats. Just because these 
threats are vain, it does not make so- 
ciglism any less gerous, if danger- 
ous it is at all. 

' “Socialism is not to be confounded with 
social reform. The Socialists are wrong 
when they claim that one must be either 
an individualist or a collectivist. It is pos- 
sible to agree with the Socialists in many 
practical reforms, and still not be a 
Socialist. Thus, in the progress, the in- 
come tax, which it is claiined is right

RIVERSIDE, Jan: 21:—(Special Corre- 
spondence.)

But Little Damage by the Storm—A 
Beautiful Spectacle. 

SANTA BARBARA, Jan. 20. — (Special 
Correspondence.) On Sunday morning it 
had not rained for twelve hours, but sus- 
picious-looking clouds still float about the 
horizon, occasionally rising to obscure the 
sunlight, and nobody dared to say that the 
storm was over. That the wind still per- 
sists in the storm @lWarters, the southeast, 
has little bearing on the situation, for the 


weather gods whO-presides over this sec- 
tion of the country, has lately demon- 
strated his ability,to send all ‘sorts of 
weather with all sorts of winds, some of 
our thunderstorms and all of our hail- 
storms having come upon the wings of 
west and northwest winds. Last reports 
show the rainfall-for the season to be in 
excess of thirteen inches. 

When the clouds retreat, and the sun 
shines out, the cou presents a beautiful 
spectacle. The whole valley and the mesas 
and foothills, ag far as eye can reach, are 
‘sparkling emerald green. The mountains 
are crowned with snow, and every little’ 
gulch and canyon is the bed of a noisy, 
blustering, foaming torrent. At the head of 
Mission Creek, that superb waterfall which 
only shows in season of freshet, and which 
some wag has wickedly christened, the 
Widow's Tears, has been in sight for a 
week past, white and foaming, as it makes 
its great leap over 4 rocky ledge. 
It is, perhaps, too soon to estimate the 
damage of the storm.

THE VERNON STABBING. 


Taylor Improving Rapidly—His Ver- 
sion of the Trouble. | 

The serious wounds received by J. G. 
Taylor at the hand of John Vaughn at 


Vernon Sunday, have not proved fatal and 


the injured man will probably soon be 


out. 


Vaughn will probably be arraigned on a 
charge of assault to kill today or tomor- 
row. 2 

Yesterday afternoon 
by H. 0. Rynning, the contractor and 
builder for whom the two men were work- 
ing at Orange street, near Witmer, at their 
trades as carpenters. Mr. Rynning prom- 
ised every assistance during his illness. 
He stated that he tad recently given 
Vaughn employment at Taylor's request 
and that the latter had befriended Vaughn 
in every way. 

Taylor made a statement to a Times re- 
porter giving what he said was as near 
a correct version of the affair as he knew. 
He first said he had known Vaughn off 
and on for the last ten years, but that he 
never had known him well. Vaughn came 
here from Texas, but he knew him first 
in Little Rock, Ark. The fellow had come 
here in reduced circumstances so he had 
belped him to get a job and kad ben 
keeping him going ever since. Vaughn 
had been gambling continuously in the 
hope of picking up a fortune. Sunday he 
asked for another loan and ‘Taylor gave 

75 cents. t he demanded $1 and 
would be satisfied with aothing less, so 
they had a violent quarrel in which 
Vaughn was quite abusive. 

“I was going out to McLean’s, beyond 
Vernon,“ said Taylor, “to look over a 
piece of work out there, and thought the 
ride would do Vaughn good, so asked him 
to go along with me. He agreed to go, 
but remarked, ‘I'll bring you back a 
corpse.’ I thought nothing of it, he not 
being in a reasonable condition, and took 
it as a joke, but out there he kept con- 
tinually talking of fight and finally stabbed 
me. I'll get well ali right, but my throat 
is bad.“ 

He talks in a gasping whisper from the 
gash in-his throat and has great difficulty 
in speaking at all. 

Vaughn still says nothing beyond ad- 
mitting the cutting. 2 

Late Sunday night and early yesterday 
morning Taylor got afraid that he was 
about to die and told a delirious tale of 
having had trouble in Little Rock over a 
woman named Landran with whom both 
of them boarded there. He said he left 
and came here and Vaughn stayed and 
married her. She had considerable prop- 
erty and when Vaughn first came here he 
had nearly a thousand dollars, something 
very unusual for him. This he lost over 
the green cloth. 

Taylor said he inquired about Little 
Rock and asked about the Widow Lan- 
dran. He said that Vaughn remarked 
harshly, Oh, I buried her!“ and was al- 
ways afterward ill-tempered. He thought 
the remark he made on the car, “I have 
killed one man and if you're not careful 
I'll kill you,” very good evidence that 
Vaughn had killed the woman. 

Then he got too weak to talk more and 
the trusty to whom he was talking, let 
him go to sleep. If Vaughn has a record 
in Arkansas, the detectives will soon be 
aware of it and it is probable from his 
habits and company he may be a fugitive 
from some crime East.
